PASTURING-THE FARM AVOODJMXT 


The investigations of the Experi- 


ment Station, which extended 
over 


30 counties of Ohio, indicate 
that 


only about 15 per cent of the native 
woodlots is reserved from, the graz- 
ing of livestock, and hence is in a 
fair state of productiveness. The oth- 
er 85 per cent contains but few, if 
any young trees, which, unless live- 
stock is excluded, -will not perpetuate 
themselves, but will become less pro- 
ductive each year, and when the pres- 
ent stand of matured trees is gone, 
will cease to exist. 
Investigations 


further disclose the fact that, on the 
whole, tbo woodland pasture is in- 
ferior and is valued on an average at 
not over 50 cents per acre annually 
by the owners. 
Thus the woodlots 


arc not only unproductive as timber 
•producing areas, with a comparative- 
ly short period of existence, but are 
unprofitable as pasture lands as well. 
In the majority of cases the shade is 
too great to permit a normal stand 
of nutritious grass to grow. 
This 


condition can be improved by fencing 
off fche best portion of timber, re- 
serving it from! livestock and im- 
proving the forest conditions by en- 
couraging growth of the more val- 
uable young trees, which spring up 
rapidly. 
It' any open spaces exist, 


they can be planted to trees of value 
for post and other uses. 
The portion to be used for pasture 


should have the surplus trees remov- 
ed, reserving only 
those necessary 


for shade. • 
In this manner a greater 
profit 


will be realized than in the haphaz- 
ard method of attempting to main- 
tain a woodlot and pasture in 
the 


same a>roa. It is just as logical 
to 


attempt to grow corn in a field, and 
at the same time allow the livestock 
to pasture in it. 
During tho winter months much 


work cau be carried on in the wood- 
lot in UK; way of marketing matur- 
ed timber, removing "weed trees," 
which may 
be injuring 
growth of 


more value. Spaces may be clear- 
ed of ironwood, water beech, culled 
unmerchantable trees, and the spaces 
replanted to something of value in 
the spring. Almost every 
woodlot 


can bo improved in some manner and 
operations of this nature will great- 
ly increase its productiveness 
and 


til. the same time insure its perpet- 
uity.

erate with owners and gi've assist- 
ance in this work to those interested.

FUTURE STATUS OF AVOMAN 


While I am indicating the broad 


features of the conception of 
the

In spite of this 
handicap, he went ahead and oper- 
ated his new proposition and at the 
end of the first year he had made 
good to such an extent, his father 
chnged his mind and decided to loan 
him money without interest to pay 
off the remainder of his debt.

Coroner Wiyiarch 
superintended 


the autopsy and was assisted by Drs. 
Dillon and Barnes. 
The work was 


not completed Friday night and the 
doctors again opened the body at the 
morgue Saturday morning. 


Chirilo. it will be remembered was 


shot by Dabro. a fellow countryman 
who operates a boarding house at 409 
Seroco avenue. The police claim that 
the shooting followed a quarrel be- 
tween Dabro and Chirilo ill which 
the latter was 
ordered from the 


place. When he refused Dabro is said 
to have drawn a revolver and fired 
point blank at Chirilo. 


The wounded man's own story as 


related to John Sisse. another Rou- 
manian who took his statement while 
he was in the hospital, says that the 
shooting might have been accidental. 
He said that Dabro followed him 
from one room to another and had 
a. revolver in his hand. Chirilo is said 
to have caught the weapon and was 
struggling for its possession when it 
was dischargee!. 
"I don't know whether he intend- 


ed to shoot me or not," he concluded 
in his statement to Sisse. 


The dead man is unmarried but 


he has a father and mother in the 
old country and in his last statement 
he urged that a sum of money he had 


011 deposit in one of-the banks be for- 
warded to his people. 


He was a member of the H on man 


ian Beneficial Society and this organ- 
ization will probably have charge of 
the funeral arrangements.
